PETROGRAD, Aug. 14.—The retreat 
of the Austrians from the Stripa con- 
tinues, with the Russians pounding the 
Austrian rearguard. General Count von 
Bothmer’s forces are being ousted from 
positions they had taken up on the west 
bank of the Zlota Lipa, the village of 
Tustobaby having been captured, ac- 
cording to this evening's ofticial report. 

The line of the Austrian defense as 
it appears today runs from Berestechk 
through Shezurovitse and Stanystavezyk 
along the headwaters of the Styr north- 
west of Brody, and through Olesko- 
Zboroff to Brzezany, forming a zigzag 
te the Upper Zlota Lipa; along that 
stream to Zawatow, fifteen miles above 
its junction with the Dniester; thence 
southwest to Jezupol, at the mouth of 
the Bystritza-Maidan, ten miies north- 


weat of Stanis.au thence south to Solot- 
vina, ten miles northwest of Nadvorna. 
In other worus, the Austrians, con- 
tracting the circle about Lemberg, are 
withdrawing to a line between the Car- 
pathians and the Pinsk marshes the 
shorter length of which will compen- 
sate them in some measure for the, 
tremendous losses they have suffered

The Rech, in its summary of the 
prisoners and booty taken by the Rus- 
gians during last week’s operations, 
estimates that 63,200 men and 1,720 
officers we.e captured and sixty-nine 
guns and 342 machine guns and bomb 
throwers taken by General Letchitsky, 
Scherbatchoff, and Sakharoff. 
The official statement issued . this 
evening, reporting further gains in the 
Sereth River region, as weil as along 
the Zlota Lipa, follows: 

In the region of the River Sereth we 
@re advancing successfully. One of 
our valiant regiments, after fording 
the River Tukh, a tributary of the 
Bereth, in water up to their chests, 
drove out the enemy from a series of 
trenches.

Tkachev, one of our aviators, having

ed with a machine gun, and, overtak- 
ing the enemy aéroplane, attacked it, 
firing twice with the machine gun.

CHINESE TROOPS ATTACK 
A JAPANESE GARRISON 


Forces Near Muakden Besieged 
After 18 Soldiers Ave Killed or 
Wounded; Reinforcements Sent. 


TOKIO, Aug. 15.—Chinese troops have 
attacked the Japanese garrison at 
Cheng-Chiatun, between Mukden and 
Chaoyangfu, have killed or wounded 
seventeen Japanese soldiers and killed 
one officer. According ‘to official ad- 
vices from Cheng-Chiatun, the Japanese 
barracks is now besieged by the Chi- 
nese soldiers. 


Reinforcements are being rushed to 


the beleaguered garrison from the Japa- 
nese forces stationed at Kaiyuan and 
Sudinghai. The fighting resulted from 
the arrest of a Japanese merchant. 


MORE PEACE RUMORS 
IN GERMAN CAPITAL 


One Credits Ambassador Sharpe 
With a Mission from Wilson— 
Lansing Flatly Denies It.

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—Yesterday was 
a day of rumors in Berlin. Material for 
such rumors was furnished by Chancel- 
ler von Bethmann Hollweg’s visit to 
Vienna. A prediction of early peace by 
the Swedish newspapers, and last but 
not least by the pregence in Berlin of 
the American Ambassador to France, 
Mr. Sharp. 

The latter came to Germany several 
days ago, ostensibly to vist thé French 
prisoners’ camps, but he spent the last 
three days in this city, where he had 
conversatibns with some personages of 
political importance. 

Although there is not the slightest 
evidence on the subject, rumors will 
have it that the Ambassador has been 
instructed by President Wilson with a 
mission of studying the prospects of 
peace,

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EMPLOYERS ADVISE 
MEN T0 QUIT ARMY 


Those with Dependents Urged 
by Lackawanna and Mutual 
Life to Return Home. 


EXPLAINED BY TRUESDALE 


Executive Says He Acted In Accord 
with the Bulletin of the 
War Department.

McALLEN, Texas, Aug. 14.—While 
letters from several corporations, telling 
soldier employes in the New York divis- 
ion to apply for discharges or forfeit 
their wages promised to them at the 
time the troops were mobilized were 
being received today,’ twenty-four pri- 
vates recelved orders,to return to Camp 
Whitman to be mustered out of the 
service because they ha@:pgrsons de- 
pendent upon them for support: 

In the letters corporation officials 
pointed out the provision that soldiers 
with dependents could apply for dis- 
charges. ; 


Colonel Willard C. Fisk today gave out 
the text of a letter received by one of 
the men in this végiment from the 
Lackawanna Railroad. It was signed by 
G. E. Hustis, General Auditor. 

‘Please note carefully the attached 
copy of Bulletin No. 20 of the War De- 
partment, providing for the discharge 
of the men of the National Guard who 
have one or more dependents,” the letter 
said. ‘‘In view of the action taken by 
the War Department we are advised by 
the President (of the railroad company) 
that the arrangement of this company 
to carry those employes at full or part 
compensation will be discontinued after 
a reasonable time hag been allowed for 
the employes affected by this order to 
obtain their releasea and to return to 
the service of the company. 

““You are requested immediately to 
make application, for release according 


to the requirements set forth in War 
Department Bulletin No. 20. If you elect 
to waive the provisions of this order 
and to remain in the service of the Gov- 
ernment, this company’s arrangements 
for compensation in your case will be 
discontinued on ee . Please acknow!l- 
edge receipt and advise of the action you 
have taken.”’ 

A similar letter was received by em- 
ployes of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and a circular presaging like 
action by a trust company was exhibited 
by men in the Seventh Regiment. Many 
other letters of like context have been 
received by men in other regiments. 

Colonel Fisk has written to the em- 
ployers who assert they are about to 
cease paying ardsmen, and will make 
his letters public. He said he ety oak 
the men: in the division were not here 
for their welfare only, but for that of 
the country and of their employers as 
well, and since the national exigency 
that required their presence along the 
border had not yet passed, the soldiers 
still had their obligations to the Govern- 
ment to discharge. 

That the country is not at war makes. 
little difference in the effect of the 
promises given by the corporations, 
Colonel Fisk thinks. He and his son, 
Captain Clinton E. Fisk of Company D, 
‘eventh Regiment ve up their law 
practice and closed their office in order 
to fulfill their miltary obligations. 

Many more applications for discharges 
have been sent in because it is not pos- 
sible for a militiaman to pay more than 
his own expenses with the pay of a 
private soldier. 

Even the arrival of the Federal Pay- 
master, who gave out to individuals as 
small sums as cents, nor the pros- 
pects of a State payday, have lessened 
the numbers of applications for dis- 
charges under the provision allowing 
men with dependents to seek releases. 

Adjt. Gen. Stotesbury, who brought a 
squad of clerks to the border to make 
corrections in the. payrolls, so that sol- 
diers might not have to wait two weeks 
longer for their money, said today he 
would. begin paying the men tomorrow. 
The Second Field Artillery and the Sig. 
nal Corps are to be the first units to 
receive their money. 

“Wiretapping” Case at Camp. 

Although it was thought at first that 
all payments would be made by check, 
General Stotesbury has now decided to 
make all payments in cash, following 
the regular army custom, and $25,000 in 
currency is in the vaults of a local 
bank, ready for withdrawal. 

General Stotesbury also has arranged 
with the bank to issue drafts or checks 
to all soldiers free of charge, so that 
money may be easily forwarded to de- 
pendents. 

So many errors and discrepancies were 
found inthe rolls as made out by com- 
pany commanders that if the money had 
once been paid out it would have been 
necessary to have spent months in recti- 
fying the mistakes; Since the Federal 
pay was given out according to the én- 
tries in the same rolls it is believed 
many mistakes have been made already.

BRANDEIS DECLINES 
COMMISSION PLACE 


Informs the President He Can- 
not Serve on Mexican Board 
Because of Court Business. 


ANOTHER REASON RUMORED 


Chief Justice White Sald to Fee! 
Mexican Question Is Too Close 
to Domestic Politics.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. — Justice 
Louls D. Brandeis of the Supreme Court 
has declined President Wilson’s tender 
to be a member of the joint high com- 
mission which is to endeavor to adjust 
the difference between Mexico and the 
United States. - Justice Brandeis re- 
turned to aWshingion today and had a 
talk with President Wilson, later con- 
ferring with the Attorney General. The 
Justice afterward wrote a letter to the 
President, which was made public at 
the White House late tonight. It reads:

This-decision of Justice Brandeis con- 
firms the dispatch from Washington to 
Tue Timps, published this morning. The 
Justice came to Washington from Lake 
Placid, N. Y., where he went to consult 
Chief Justice White concerning the 
President's wish that. he become one of 
the American members of the joint com- 
mission.. While the letter of Justice 
Brandeis to the President gives the im- 
Pression that the sole reason for his 
deeision not to serve on the commission 
is the condition of busines of ‘the court, 
it is understood here that there was 
another and equally potent reason. 

Chief Justice White is satd.to hod the 
opinion that members of the court 
should not serve on commissions for the 
adjustment of pending questions. While 
Justices have served on many commis- 
sions for the settlement of disputes, the 
most recent instance being that of the 
late Justice Lamar as a member of the 
American commission at the Niagara 
Falls Mexican Mediation Conference in 
1914, the suggestion has been made that 
the Mexican question in its present as- 
pect had a bearing on domestic politics, 
and for that reason a Justice should not 
be a member of the commission. 

It is well understood here, however, 


that the state of the Supreme Court’s 
business is such that tt might prove 
detrimental to have Justice Brandeis 
absent when the court assembled for the 
October term. The court has served 
important cases set for hearing, and it 
is thought as desirable that there should 
be a full bench when It reassembles. 
The only other American member of 
the commission so far chosen is Frank- 
lin K. Lane, Secretary of the Interior. 
The declination of Justice Brandeis 
leaves two Commissioners to be selected. 
It was understood that the President 
had made a tender of the third place on 
the commission at the time he ask 
Mr. Lane and Justice Brandeis to serve, 
but the name of the person to whom this 
place was offered has not been disclosed. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 14.—Carranza 
Government officials today expressed 
curiosity over the delay by the United 
States in naming the American dele- 
gates to the American-Mexican confer- 
ence on border _ difficulties. Local

Straus, Chairman of the, 
Public: Service Commission, and the al- | 
leged determination of the traction cor- 
poration to ignore committees already 
selected. by local unions of the carmen 
were given as reasons for the possible 
renewal of the trans!t war. 

The demands of the organized workers 
for a radical revision of hours of em- 
ployment and for better pay were served 
on the New York Railways Company, 
the Third Avenue Railroad Company, 
and the Second Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany yesterday, although the labor 
leaders were fully aware of the plans 
made by the officials of the green car 
system to have their employes select 
new representatives at a special election 
to be held by them on Friday. 

“We are going ahead with our work) 
exactly as if no such election were 
planned,’”’ said William B. Fitzgerald, 
general organizer of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes, last night, ‘‘ but we have 
sent formal protests to Mayor Mitchel 
and Chairman Straus against the meth- 
ods employed by the New York Rail- 
ways Company.” 

At the time Mr. Fitzgerald was mak- 
ing this statement, employes of the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company, 
who had been called together by Theo- 
dvore P. Shonts and Frank Hedley, Pres- 
ident and Vice President and General 
Manager, respectively, of the company, 
were holding the first of two mass 
meetings in the company’s fight to elim- 
inate the carmen’s organization from 
pending negotiations on wages and 
working conditions. 

“ Outsiders” Are Barred. 


The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany was not a party to the strike 
settlement effected by Mayor Mitchel 
and Mr. Straus, but called the meetings 
to forestall demands the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes has promised to serve 
on it. This company and the New York 
Railways Company have the same. offi- 
cers, and speeches made at the meet- 
ings last night left no doubt ‘that these 
officials were determined not.‘to deal 
with ‘“ outsiders”’ in the conferences 
soon to be undertaken with their men. 

Special emphasis was laid on,the fact 
at the meetings that none of the trac- 
tion companies involved in the recent 
strikes had recognized the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes, and the employes of 
the Interborough Company were urged 
to select their own committees on wages 
and working conditions at an election 
to be held by them today. 

These meetings and the circulars and 
booklets distribyted by the New York 
Railways Company and the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company convinced 


the labor leaders that the companies did 
not intend to live up to the spirit of 
the agreement reached on Aug. 6. An-

All Produced Far from 
the Seaboard. 


HARD BLOW TO THE ALLIES 


Big Guns for Western Front and 
Supplies for Russia Now 
Going from America.

the shipment of Munitions from manu- 
facturing points in the interior, dt was 
pointed out yesterday by a New York 
representative of one of ‘the belligerent 
nations. “War contracts for hundreds 
of millions are being filled in this coun- 
try, and so rapid is the output that it 
is impossible to get ships to move it as 
rapidly as it reaches the seaboard. 
Plants in or near seaports would be 
able to ship some of this output, but 
a railway tie-up would be a serious 


matter for plants away from tidewater. 

The Bethlehem Steel Corporation, the 
largest producer of war material in the 
United States, is in Pennsylvania, and 
depends entirely ‘on the raiiroads. It is 
turning out some of the largest guns 
used by the Allies on the western battle 
fronts. 

On the Pacific Coast the shipments 
effected would be, in the main, those 
intended for Russia, which for months 
have been very large. y Russia is also 
being supplied from Atlantic ports, the 
ships going by the Panama Canal to 
Viadivestok and also by way or Arch- 
angel. The American shipments to 
Russia are greater now than at any 
time since the outbreak of the war. 

The automobile industry is another 
whose European shipments would be 
geriously affected. All of the allied na- 
tions have’ made large contracts for 
mfotor vehicles in this country, and a 
majority of the plants are far from tide- 
water. 

Duipments of grain and other sub- 
sistence stores to the Allies would also 
be seriously hampered. 

Buyers, who are just now beginning to 
flock to New York from all parts of the 
United States and Canada to make their: 
purchases for the Winter season, would 
be greatly inconvenienced in the event 
of a railroad strike. Because of the ab- 
sence of suggestions from abroad, the 
designers here have been tardy in ar- 
ranging their displays, and for that rea- 
son the representatives of the out-of- 


But each day now will 
bring hundreds in, and the suspension cf 
railroad service would do untold injury 
to all the important business houses. 

The hotels, too, would suffer greatly 
from a strike, for they depend for 98 
per cent. of their patronage upon more 
or less distant cities. August is the 
largest month in the business history of 
some of the hotels wlien vacationists and 
general travelers, as well as buyers, ar- 
rive daily by the thousand. ; 

In the matter of supplying food for 
hotels and restaurants here the rail- 
roads are imperative. Some. of the hotels 
are supplied with milk, eggs, and farm 
products: by motor: truck, and in these 
commodities a shortage would not be 
felt, but the demiand for other foods is 
large and the supply which could be 
stored. would not last for a week in case 
of a tie-un in the carriers.

Both Sides in Fighting Mood... . 


Opinion tonight at the capital is divid- 
ed asto whether the imminerice of the 
strike 1s past. Many of the friends of 
the President feel sure that he will avert 
the strike; seemingly an equal number 
of prominent persons are not so sure. 
Both the railroad managers and the 
heads of the brotherhoods are in fight- 
ing mood. Both feel that far more than 
the immediate issues are involved. The 
brotherhoods feel that if they. fail in a 
fight they have been preparing for. for 
thirty years it will mean a long-lasting 
setback to tne progress of organized 
labor in America, 

Phe railroads feel that if the 400,000 
train service employes win shorter hours 
and more pay they will have to face 
similar demands from the other 1,600,000 
empioyes of the railroads of the country. 
Both are at bay tonight at the warning 
of the President. The railroads are 
called upon to make what is unques- 
tionably for them a great. concession. 
The situation appears tonight to rest on 
the decision of the managers. 

It is fair to state that Democrats .be- 
lieve tonight that the President will 
succeed in averting the strike and that 
he will thereby add to his prestige.

Another Plea to Patriotism. 


It was pointed out tonight that in 
1914 when a strike in the West was 
threatened by the brotherhoods that on 
July 81 President Wilson summoned 
both sides to Washington. On Aug. 1 
the brotherhoods refused to submit. to 
arbitration if the railroads’ countes* pro- 
posais were also placed in the balance. 
On Aug. Y, the day after Germany had 
declared war, the President asked the 
railroads on behalf of the nation to 
withdraw their proposals. On the fol- 
lowing day the railroads consented to 
withdraw their demands and arbitration 
followed. 

Although there is much speculation in 
Washington as to what course the Presi- 
dent would take if the strike were called 
—whether he would attempt to keep the 
mail trains running and employ soldiers 
to assist in maintaining traffic service— 
there was no intimation tonight from 
official scurces as to what the President 
planned to do, or whether he had even 
considered what methods would be pur. 
sued by the National Government if the 
tie-up came. 

Both the managers and the labor lead- 
ers received telegrams today from many 
business organizations in all parts of 
the United States asking them to avert 
she threatened strike.

BOXMAKERS STRIKE: 


MAKE NINE DEMANDS 


Union Says 12,000 Workers 
Quit, but Employers Place 
the Number at. 1,000. 


20,000 MAY BE CALLED OUT 


Manufacturers Contend the Wage 
Demands Would Average a 40 
Per Cent. Increase. 


The Paper Box Mokers’ Union called a 
strike at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
when manufacturers failed to accept the 
terms which had been submitted to them 
on Aug. 3. The officials of the union 
asserted that 12,000 box makers were out 
last night, but the Paper Box Manufac- 
turers’ Association maintained that a 
count of employes in the factories in the 
association at 6 o’clock showed that 
only between 900 and 1,000 workers had 
quit. 

The union makes nine demands, recog- 
nition of their organization, a maximum 
week of fiftyq hours, special pay for 
overtime, a short Saturday, recognition 
of the shop chairman, a closed shop, 
right of business agents to visit shops, 
a new scale of wages and rates on piece 
work, and the abolition of piece work on 
fancy boxes, 

The manufacturers contend that the 
wage demands amount to an average in- 
crease of between 45 and 50 per cent. 
The union, on the other hands, points 
out that the highest wage for which they 
ask is only $25 a week, and that this 
certainly is not exhorbitant for the more 


,expert workmen. 


The workers yesterday marched to 
Webster Hall, 119 East Eleventh Street, 
where the strike was organiezd at once.

There was no violence yesterday, and 
pickets were instructed to abstain from 
any acts that would involve them with 
the police. Manufacturers complained 
that many of their delivery wagons had 
been stopped on the street, but the 
strikers said that in every case they 
saw to it that the wagons were taken to 
the stables before the drivers left them.

The writer of the 
letter to the President is a member of 
Company F of the First Iowa Infantry, 
and asserfs that as a matter of ‘' cold, } 
hard fact the men of the guard are now 
leading just the sort of lives. that young 
men with red blood in their veins would 
like to lead.” ' 

As given out by offictals of the Ad- 
ministration the Iowa private’s letter 
sgives.a glowing description of.the camp 
life of the gunardsmen on the border, 
dealing particularly with conditions in 
the camp of the Iowans at San Benito, 
Texas, in answer to criticisms of ‘the 
manner in which the War Department 
has treated’the militia. The nameof the 
private was withheld by the President’s 
order, but his letter was given out as 
follows: 

““To His Excellency, Woodrow Wilson, 
President of the United States of 
America. 

“Honored Sir: It is most unusual that 
a private should take the liberty of ad- 
dressing the President, and I would not 
do so except that certain. newspapers, 
newspapermen and a very few ° soft- 
hearted guardsmen have created a series 
of wild yarns regarding our alleged mis- 
treatment in the mobilization camps. 
.“ IT am_ both a soldier and newspaper 
man and I believe most firmly that 
never have soldiers of any country been 
better treated than we have been; that 
neer before have men who joined the 
service of their country found their 
halth and general well being so carefully 
looked after.

OFFICIALS FOR MILK TRAINS. 


Even the Erie’s President May Don 
Overalls to Save the Babies. 


If the ratlroad strike is declared, the 
railroads running into New York will 
make no effort to operate any of their 
trains except milk trains, on official of 
the Erie Railroad said ves.arday. An 
efort will be made to reach an agree- 
ment with the four brotherhoods under 
which trains carrying milk exclusively 
will continue to run with their present 
crews, 

‘It is absolutely necessary on hu- 
mantiarian roun that the milk 
trains, on which -the live sof thousands 
of babies depend, should continue to 
run,”’ he said. .“* if the men rifuse, the 
milk trains will run any way. We will 
not use strikebreakers, but all officials 
of the company, up to the President and 
Directors, who have ever worked on 
an engine and train will be organized 
to run the milk trains. 

‘*'We have already made our plans on 
this line. There are enough officials 
and men in the higher offices who have 
graduated from service as engineers 
and conductors to run all the milk 
trains, and all those physically able 
have agreed to turn to this work if 
needed. Other railroads will run their

MEDIATORS TO STAY HERE. 


Hanger Calls Plan to Put Soldiers 
on Trains “Ridiculous.” 


G. W. W. Hanger said last night that 
he and Judge Martin A. Knapp, Chair- 
man of the Federal Board of Mediation 
and Conciliation, would stay in ‘New 
York until the outcome of the negotia- 
tions between President Wilson and the 
trainmen and the Committee of Railway 
Managers was definately determined. 

‘‘In the event,’’ he continued, ‘‘ of the 
failure of the President to bring the two 
gow i ier % gegen nen rep rain 
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ductors will not be required to work 
overtime, but where men consent to 
do any extra work over and ‘above 
their daily schedule they shall be paid 
at the rate of time and one-half, time 
to'start from the completion of regular 
work until the completion of such 
extra work. Men who are ordered to 
report at a certain time are to be paid 
not from the time they start on the 
cars, but from the time they are or- 
dered to report. 

Sec. 8. All work done on snow 
Saigon sweepers, and scrapers shall 

e paid for at the rate of 50 cents 
an hour, and all equipment in such 
work shall be manned by no less than 
three uniformed men. articular ef- 
fort will be made by the company to 
allow time for meals at reasonable in- 
tervals for all surface motormen and 
conductors doing snow work, but in no 
case will a man be required to do more 
than six consecutive hours’ snow work 
without giving him time off for meals; 
and where such time off is not suf- 
ficient time to go to their regular place 
for their meals, the company will fur- 
nish meals or meal tickets. 

Section 4. When a member of the 
association is summoned to answer a 
charge, it must be as soon as pos- 
sible after the alleged offense in com- 
mitted. He shall lose no more time 
than is actually necessary, and after

When any member is summoned to 
answer charges, he shall, upon re-

able him to present his defense. 
Whenever a member of the associa- 
tion is summoned to answer to a 
charge, he is to be handed a copy of 
the charge and shall be given five 
hours to answer. If. not satisfied 
with the decision of the Superinten- 
dent, he shall have the right to appeal 
to the General Manager, and in this 
appeal he will be entitled to an ad- 
visor or advisors, and the final de- 
cision shall be given within one week, 
and if found not guilty he shall be 
reinstated in his former position and 
he shall be paid for all time lost. 
When any member of the association 
is summoned to answer to a charge 
before the Superintendent and has been 
excused or has not been proved guilty, 
no other charge shall be read to him, 
and he shall be paid for all time lost. . 
Petty charges ainst the members 
shall be answered for without loss of .

Section 15. If cars do not leave the

Sec. 20. Whenever any complaint is 
made against any employe of the 
company by a passenger or by any 
other person, such person making the 
complaint must be present at the time 
of the hearing.

Night Work Ends at 7 A. M. 
Sec. 21. All motormen and conduct- 
ors operating night cars shall be re- 
‘by or before 7 A. M. The night's 
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culars recently distributed by the com- 
pany, is for the men to hold a general 
election today of representatives and 
committees to deal with the company on 
questions of wages and working condi- 
tfons.

‘““We are entirely willing that the

What is more, 
you will be entirely undisturbed in your 
deliberations, and if an officer. of the 
company comes to any of your meetings 
without being invited, it will be your 
right to tell him to leave.’’ 

r. Hedley said neither the company 
nor its employes were free agents and 
had to think of others in conducting 
their affairs. 

“We must remember that we have got 
to please the public,” he continued.

camp conditions. Dr. Crockett's letter 
was written a week ago at San Antonio 
after he had spent three days at Eagle 
Pass going over the camps of the 
Kansas, Vermont, and Maryland forces. 

The camps at Hagle Pass are described 
by Dr. Crockett as being ‘‘ unusually 
perfect in sanitation.’’ He pays special 
tribute to the work of the army base 
hospital at Fort Bliss, and says the food 
served to the border forces is satisfac- 
tory in every way, sufficient in variety 
and quantity, and well cooked. A high 
tribute is paid to the army Y. M. C. A. 
Dr. Crockett’s letter was given out by 
Secretary of War Baker today. 

**T have just spent three days at Eagle 
Pass, and went over very thoroughly 
while there camps of the First and Sec- 
ond Kansas Regiments, Vermont Regi- 
ment of Infantry, and somewhat super- 
ficially camps of the Maryland Brigade,” 
says the letter. ‘‘I also spent a fore- 
noon at the base hospital there. The 
health of the troops in this neighborhood 
is as good as elsewhére on the line—a 
little over 1 per cent. are in hospital, 
mostly with minor ailments. 

‘“‘ Here, as in all the other base hos- 
pitals I have visited, the different con- 
tagious diseases have been so well 
handled that they have not spread. This 
was more remarkable at the base hos- 
pital at Fort Bliss and at the Canton- 
ment Hospital at Columbus, N. M., than 
elsewhere. Colonel Straub of Fort Bliss 
had a sample of almost every contagious 
disease, including one case of epidemic 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, but in all 
cases there had been no spread. 

“Colonel Frick at Columbus, N. M., 
had two cases of smallpox, one of the 
malignant type, and one case of typhus, 
but no further cases resulted. 

“The camps at gle Pass were un- 
usually perfect in sanitation. In fact, I 
ean only feel the greatest admiration for 
the Medical Corps of the army for the 
sanitation of every camp that I have 
seen. I have had anh excellent chance to 
observe the food of the different regi- 
ments. It is sufficient in variety and 
quantity and well cooked. While it is, of 
course, not what you would get at a 
first-class hotel, I cannot see but what 
it is satisfactory in every way. 

‘*T have been interested in the work 
of the army Y. M. C. A. in the different 
camps, and while I have never had a 
particular amount of use for that or- 
ganization. before, I have become thor- 
oughly converted from what I have seen 
of them. Their agents are men of ex- 
perience with troops and ability to get 
men, ag well as broad-minded 
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mess. Afterward there is another drill 
in the afternoon, or possibly there is 
some ditching to be done about the 
camps, and we fall to with spades and 
picks. When it’s that sort of work, 
why, the men are divided into two or 
three reliefs, and each relief di for 
so many minutes. and the pood, honest 
perspiration which results from this 
surely hurts no one, . 


Gladly Makes the Sacrifice. 


“Then follows a brief rest perf 
during whi we visit the excellen 
shower baths and bathe in their white 
spray. Then comes mess, and afterward 
‘retreat,’ during which we stand to at- 
tention as the solemn, ever-glorious old 
notes of our national air are played. 

‘“‘“The men are then dismissed, and 
are free to go about the camp, to write 
home, or to do anything else in reason. 

“And then at 10 o'clock it’s ‘taps,’

‘‘ These are the real conditions under 
which we of the new citizen army live. 
Could conditions be more ideal? Could 
any young man enjoy finer?

‘“*S6 far we have been called upon to 
give only little. The sacrifice of our 
time from our jobs at home is small, in- 
deed, compared to the great sacrifices 
the men in Europe have been called upon | 
to make. If we are called upon to! 
make similar sacrifices, we hope to be! 
able to make them gladly and freely 
for the things we have been taught to 
hold dear. 

“And in the light of the willingness 
and [seca ke eK the young — 
who are enjoyin s experience, who 
are being loo od after so. carefully, it 
did seem to me that a private citizen- 
soldier might raise hig voice against the 
crackling noise of a few contents 
and self-seekers who have sought to give, 
all sorts of erroneous impressions of whe | 
nes that really are.

FRENCH WIN NEAR ESTREES 
Enlarge Positions at Southern End 
+ of Line—Teuton Attacks 

at Verdun Fall. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—Bad weather pre- 
vails on the Somme front and as a 
result activity on both sides in the last 


- twenty-four hours has been limited. 


While the French troops south of the 


~ Somme have enlarged their positions 


southwest of Estrées, the British have 
beon engaged west of Poziéres, where 
the Germans, counterattacking during 
last night, recaptured a portion of the 
trenches lost the day before. Berlin 
reports the recapture of trenches in this 
district on a front of 700 yards. 

The British returned to the attack 


today,.and with the use of bombs they 
succeeded in capturing some prisoners 
and a machine gun. 

The French War Office reports the 
repulse of two German attacks against 
the village of Fleury, on the Verdun 
front, while desultory fighting has 
taken place on the left bank of the 
Meuse. 

The British statement, issued this 
afternoon, follows: 

-Last night to the west of Poziéres 
the enemy gained a temporary foot- 
ing in a portion of the trenches capt- 
ured by us yesterday. Otherwise, 
there were no developments on the 
British front between the Somme and 
the Ancre. 

South of the Ypres salient we car- 
ried out a successful raid without in- 
curring any losses ourselves. There 
has peen‘further mining activity. We 
forced an yen to into a German gal- 
lery at the bluff north of the Ypres- 
Comines Canal and, after exploration, 
blew in a considerable length. We 
captured some of the enemy’s mining 
stores. We also successfully ex- 
ploded a mine near Cordonnerie. 


The night British statement says: 


The situation is unchanged along the 
whole British front. The usual hos- 
tile shelling has. occurred along our 
front, more particularly directed on 
the Mametz Wood, Poziéres, in the 
neighborhood of Arras, and on our 
trenches north of ‘the Vierstraat- 
Wrytschaete Road. 

West of Poziéres a successful bomb-* 
4 4 attack resulted in the capture of 
a hostile machine gun and some pris- 
oners. 

The enemy exploded a mine west of 
the La Folle Farm, which did little 
damage. 

Our flying corps carried out yester- 
day much successful work, acting with 
our artillery and infantry. Several 
bombing raids were -made, including 
three separate attacks on a hostile 
aerodrome. One of our machines is 
missing. . 

French Gain South of Somme. 

The French official statement issued 
this afternoon follows: 

North of the Somme there was a 
fairly lively cannonade in the region 
of Maurepas. The night was calm in 
the other sectors. 
~ South of the Somme we appreciably 
enlarged our positions to the south- 
west of Estrées by capturine several 
trench elements.to the left of the Fay- 
Dériécourt Road. We made some pris- 
oners. 

Between the Oise and the Aisne a 
violent artillery struggle took place 
fin the sector of Moulin-sous-Toutvent. 
_ On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front) skirmishing with grenades 
was reported in the neighborhood of 
Avocourt Redoubt. A German attempt 
against our trenches east of Hill 
was checked by our machine gunfire. 

On the right bank of the river our 
grenadiers easily repulsed two attacks 
made by the enemy against the vil- 
lage of Fleury and against other po- 
sitions southeast of that place. 

There was intermittent cannonad- 
ing on the remainder of the front. 


The statement issued this evening add- 
ed this: 


Bad weather hampered operations 
on the greater part of the front. 

There was 2 somewhat lively artil- 
lery duel on various sectors south of 
the Somme, and also on the right bank 
of the Meuse. An intermittent can- 
nonade took place everywhere else. 


Germans Regain Trenches. 


BERLIN, Aug. 14, (via London.)— 
German positions on the Somme front 
were subjected to heavy attacks yester- 
day and last night, the War Office an- 
nounced today. Two strong assaults of 
the French near Maurepas broke down. 

The British succeeded in penetrating 
German first line trenches over a front 
of 700 yards, but were driven out dur- 
ing the night. The statement follows: 

Southwest of the Thiepval-Poziéres 
highroad the British succeeded early 

yesterday in penetrating our first line 
trenches over a front of 700 yards. 
They were driven out by a counterat- 
tack during the night. 

Before Guillemont and the lines ad- 
joining to the south a massed attack 
of the enemy was repulsed with very 
heavy losses for him. Two very strong 
attacks by the French in the sector 
between Maurepas and the east of 
Hem also broke down. 

Supplementary reports state that in 
‘the night of Aug. 12 the French at- 
-tacked the village of Fleury (on the 
Verdun front) and our positions to the 
east of this town, but were repulsed 
soveptetely. A hand-grenade attack 
by the enemy northwest of Thiaumont 
Work yesterday failed. 

South of La Bassée Canal there was 
lively fighting, Wnemy patrols fre- 
quently. showed great energy, 

clally northwest of Rheims, 
strong reconnoitring detachments ad- 
vanced after extensive artillery prep- 
arations. Their operations were with- 
out success. 
’ East of Bapaume a British aero- 
plane was compelled, after an aerial 
encounter, to make a landing.

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The reports of yesterday give a clearer 
insight into what has been accomplished 
by the Russians operating in Eastern 
Galicia in the last few days.

and it can serve now at best but a 
temporary expedient.

The Russians’ strategy has been ad- 
mirably planned and well executed.

| It is claimed in some sources that this 
retirement of the Austrians really ben- 
efits them, as it shortens the line they 
have to hold and consequently cuts down 
the number of men necessary to hold it.

British Do Not Allow Adver- 
saries Time to Consolidate 
Their New Lines. 


SHELLS FLATTEN TRENCHES 


Correspondent Finds Signs of De- 
moralization Among the Teu- 
tons on the Somme.

THE FIELD, Aug. 13.—There have been 
no sensational advances since the great 
day of July 14, when the British broke 
through the second German line, but 


j hardly a day has passed since then with- 


out some progress being made to get a 
stronger grip on the high ridge which 
rolls down on the German side from 
Poziéres and the Bazentins and High 
Wood. This fighting has been very hard 
and grim and the Germans have done 
their utmost to check every yard of the 
British advance by a continual curtain of 
fire, so that to take a trench or two or 
rush over a few dozen yards of No 
Man's Land has been a perilous adven- 


ture. 

It was most excellent, therefore, that 
last night the British were out to make 
a further shove, as they call it, of 
nearly 400 yards in depth on a front of 
about a-mile..-This was to the north- 
west of Poziéres, and at the same time 
ground was gained on the northwest of 
Bazentin le Petit, closer to the German 
switchline between the British and Mar- 
tinpuich. The men who have been fight- 
ing this uphill battle, for that is what 
it is, literally and morally. have been 
showing remarkable qualities. It is an 
alliance between Australians and old 
English a with new men in 
them, including some of the ‘‘ Derby re- 
cruits.”’ Although the Australians had 
the greater share of the fighting around 
Posttres, being in greater numbers, they 
were the first to pay tribute to the spirit 
of the English lads, and their admira- 
tion is returned. 

An episode which happened a week 
ago shows the way in which they are 
sharing in the struggle. I already have 
written how the men of Kent went for- 
ward on Aug, 4 and took the German 
line. On the right of them were Sus- 
sex men. Their trenches were in touch 
with the Australians, and as they scram- 
bled over the parapets at. the time of 
these attacks ys comrades on the right 
shouted out to them: - 

** Hullo, boys! What’s up? Where 

r ou going?’’

lads, pointing to a ‘‘ hotshop’’ as they

Behind them no doubt the German 
Headquarters Staff is as cool and de- 
liberate as ever, not allowing itself to 
be scared by these reverses, organizing 
new lines of defense in case of need, 
shifting its guns, playing the old blood 
and iron game with cold scientific brains 
that are not affected by the losses of 
agonies of men except as they have an 
influence upon the operations. For they 
are highly trained scientists of war, 
these German staff officers, and in de- 
feat as once in victory they will, I 
fancy, be as cold and hard as steel and 
inhuman as the devil. 

Therefore, it is idle in my opinion to 
hope for a sudden and eensational col- 
lapse of the German war machine or to 
argue from local weaknesses and symp- 
toms of bad staff work a general dis- 
order. It is as well to say this be- 
cause the British people must not ex- 
pect continual victories or believe the 
reeult of all this recent fighting will be 
a knockout blow on this front to bring 
‘the war to a quick finish. 
| Nevertheless, there are many signs 
' that the Germans are beginning to feel

strength and that their men are being 
put to an ordeal which not even all 
their discipline and courage can make 
endurable. For men of a certain kind 
of science are apt to forget there are 
other things in human nature besides 
the chemistry of flesh and blood and 
jthat not even the finest soldiers can 
be made to fight well if their spirit is 
broken by repeated losses. 


FRENCH CAPTURE 2,600. 


Two Thousand Prisoners Taken in 
a Week on the Somme. 


PARIS, Aug. 14.—More than 2,000 un- 
wounded prisoners and seventy machine 
guns were captured by the French in 
their operations north of the Somme 
from Aug. 6 to Aug. 18, according to a 
weekly review issued by the War Office. 
The number of prisoners was increased 
by 600 taken in the Verdun sector. The 
review says: 

‘““North of the Somme the week has 
been marked by several brilliant French 
attacks which resulted in important 


gains for us. The number of unwounded 
prisoners whom we have made in the 
course of these actions exceeds 2,000. 
We also captured seventy machine guns. 

‘In the region of Verdun counter- 
attacks provoked by our advance in 
the Thiaumont-Fleury sector extended 
throughout the week. They were par- 
ticularly violent on Aug. 6, 7, and 8. We 
took 600 prisoners in this sector and 
twelve machine guns.”’

ASQUITH REFUSES 
FRANCHISE REFORMS 


Premier Hints, However, That 
Women Will Be Included When 
Change Is Brought About. 


PARLIAMENT - BILL READ 


Commons Passes First Stage of 
Measure Prolonging Life 
of Assembly. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—The decision of 
the Cabinet that the undertaking of 
new franchise and registration reforms 
in the midst of a great war was too 
complex and controversial a problem 
was announced by Premier Asquith in 
the House of Commons today. 

At a time, said the Premier, when the 
war had reached a happy, promising 
stage and when it more than ever re- 
quired the absolute concentration of the 
Government, it was impossible to con- 
sider the larger questions involved in 
a revision of the franchise. He fur- 
ther implied that any new bill for fran- 
chise reforms in the future must, of 
necessity, include women. 

After a brief criticism by Sir Edward 
Carson, who urged that every comba- 
tant, irrespective of age, was entitled to 
vote, and contended there was no rea- 
son why the women’s claims should 
stand in the way of giving all é¢om- 
batants a vote, the House passed the 
first reading of the bill extending the 
life of the present Parliament. This 
bill was introduced by the Premier. A 
separate bill, bringing into force a new 
register, on the basis of present quali- 
fications on May 31 next, will be intro- 
duced in the House tomorrow. 

There is no doubt that one of the main 
reasons for the Government’s avoidance 
of the franchise problem was the threat 
of the women that they would refuse 
to recognize any change in the fran- 
chise in favor of fighting men which 
failed at the same time to recognize wo- 
men’s right to the franchise. 

Dealing with the suggestion that the 
franchise should be extended to all 
soldiers and munitions workers, Mr. 
Asquith said there were the gravest 
difficulties in the way, and that there 
were serious objections front a military 
point of view to oo a general elec- 
tion among the troops in the field. He 
added: 

“General &nfranchisement has been 
brought face to face with another prob- 
lem. What are we going to do with 
women?"’ 

The Premier declared that representa- 
tives of the women had presented to 
him ae perfectly unanswerable case. 
They were content to abide by the 
present franchise, but would urge their 
claims the qualifications for the 
franchise were altered. 


Ruling on British Notes Held by 
Nonresidents of United Kingdom. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—The Treasury has

ITALIANS PIERCE 
AUSTRIAN DEFENCES| 


Capture 800 Prisoners— Vienna 
Says 5,000 Italians Have Been 


Takenin the Gorizia Region. - ‘ 





ROME, Aug. 14.—Italian troops con- 
tinued yesterday pressing the Austrians | 
back on the Carso Plateau, and east | 
of Hill 212 pierced another strong line ‘ 
of hostile entrenchments. About 800! 
prisoners were captured by the Italians, 
says the official announcement of this 
operation. Its text follows: 

In the Gorizia area artillery duels 
took place. The enemy’s batteries 
Shelled the town and bridges over the 
Isonzo. 


On the remainder of the front small 
but sharp encounters took place, on 
the slopes of Forame, at the head of 
the Costeana Valley, on the Boite and 
on the, slopes of Monte Civarone, in 
the Sugana Valley. The enemy was 
repulsed everywhere and left about 
fitty prisoners in our hands. Hostile 
batteries bombarded villages in the 
upper Chiarzo and Cordevole valleys. 
They were silenced by our artillery. 

Last night hostile aircraft dropped 
bombs on Monfalcone and other places 
on the lower Isonzo. No damage or 
casualties have been reported. 

Descriptions of the vepeene offensive 

in the vicinity of Gorizia are coming 
in almost hourly. The Austrians are 
resisting obstinately on the San Ga- 
briele line and the San Marco Heights, 
but it is improbable that thie is their 
real line of defense as they have a new 
point of resistance on the high plains 
of Bainsizza overlooking the orizia 
[Plains, which interferes with the free 
movement of Italian troops. 

The Austrians, although badly de- 
feated at Gorizia, still are strong and 
fuli of fight. General Cadorna’s further 
progress probably will be slow as every 
neh of advance is being contested. 

Fighting continues on the other fronts. 


BERLIN, Aug. 14, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—The most severe fighting is 
in progress on the heights east of 
Gorizia, says the official Austrian an- 
nouncement of Sunday. Seven times the 
Italians stormed the heights and were 
repuleed with heavy losses. The Aus- 
trians have captured 5,000 Italians since 
the inauguration of the new offensive. 
The announcement follows in full: 

The Italians again advanced with 
strong forces against our new front 
between the sea and Monte Ga- 
briele. In the district east of the Val- 
lone Valley our troops repulsed several 
attacks. - 

The most violent fighting took place 
on the heights east of Gorizia, where 
seven charges of the enemy failed with 
the heaviest losses. 

Since the beginning of the Italian 
attack 5,000 Italians, among whom are 
more than 100 officers, have been cap- 
tured. 


VIENNA, Aug. 14, (via London.)—The 
War Office tonight issued the following 
bulletin: ‘ 

Italian Theatre—Strong enemy forces 
attacked our positions east of the Val- 
lone Valley, between Lohvica and Wip- 
pach.

VON KLUCK AGAIN 
TO TAKE THE FIELD 


Will Go to East Front With New 
Army, It Is -Said—Archdake 
Charles Is Removed? 


An interesting report current in Ger- 
many in the last days of July and 
brought over to America by a young 
American doctor who has been serving 
in the Germany Army hospitals, is that 
General von Kluck is soon to take the 
field again, this time on the east front, 
in command of a new army. 

The story, which gained wide circu- 


the west front, was to be placed be- 
tween General Count von Bothmer in 
east Galicia and General von Linsingen 
in Volhynia. This was expected by 
German Army circles to stiffen consid- 
erably this part of the front. 

According to this young doctor the 
whole of the east front from Riga to 
the Carpathians is now under the com- 
mand of Germans. It had not been re- 
ported here in any dispatches, but it 
was commonly believed in Berlin, that 
the Austrian Heir Apparent had been 
removed from his command, although 
his name as the head of an army group 
still appears in the communiqués, 

It was said in Germany that the Aus- 
trian ‘‘ Thronfolger’’ was cooling his 
heels in Salzburg after his failure to 
stop the Russian advance in Galicia, 
whither he had been sent after it was 
necessary to put an end to the offen- 
sive against the Italians in the Tren- 
tino, The particular mistake of the Aus- 
trian leader was that, when ordered to 
fall back, he tried to execute a stroke 
on his own judgment by making an ad- 
vance—a manoeuvre which resulted dis. 
astrously for his army. . 

For a countermovement on the east 
front the Germans are now looking to- 
ward Bukowina. It was learned in 
army circles that General von Macken- 
sen, about whom little has been heard 
since the end of the Balkan offensive, 
had been sent to command there. With 
this most trusted German General in 
command of the Teutons’ extreme right, 
with Bothmer and Linsingen strength- 
ened by a new army under von Xluck, 
it was expected that developments more 
favcrable to German arms might soon 
be expected on the east front, 

The American doctor who visited Aix- 
la-Chapelle on the border of Germany, 
Holland, and Belgium, saw there a new 
and heavy railroad which -runs from 
Aix by the shortest possible route to the 
Belgian port of Antwerp. It was by no 
means a military road, but gave every 
indication of being a permanent and 
substantial part of the German railway 
system, a fact which lent support to the 
opinion frequently heard in Germany 
that it was‘the intention never to give 
up the port of Antwerp., The new rail- 
road to Antwerp takes a slight swing 
to skirt the border of Holland and then 
shoots off on a straight line to Ant- 
werp. It has been built to accommo- 
date the heaviest traffic. All grades 
have been eliminated and large facili- 
ties for ages trains installed.

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ENGLAND EXPLAINS 
DELAY OF THE MAILS 


One to Three Days Necessary 
for Examination of Postal 
Bags, It Is Stated. 


——— 


1,000 EMPLOYED IN WORK 


Every Effort Is Being Made to Ex- 
pedite the Service, Says the 
Foreign Office. 


Great Britain’s earnest desire to deal 
with the mail cargoes of overseas liners 
passing through her waters in such a 
Way as to cause the least possible de- 
lay and inconvenience to neutrals is 
again set forth in a statement by the 
British Foreign Office, received here 
through official sources yesterday. 

At the same time the statement shows 
how injurious are the attempts made 
by the Central Powers, to use neutral 
mails to their advantage and the dis- 
advantage of the Allies, and how diffi- 
cult has been the examination of the 
mail to thwart these attempts without 
some measure of inconvenience to neu- 


trals. The staternent says: 

“It is admitted that at the outset 
neutral correspondence in which enemy 
interests were in no way concerned was 
subjected to a delay which is greatly 
regretted and which has since been re- 
duced to a minimum. It must not be 
imagined that the mails were removed 
from neutral ships for examination 
without careful consideration gf the ar- 
rangements which would be required to 
deal with them as quickly as possible. 
All preparations which seemed neccs- 
sary were with this object, but, unfor- 
tunately, those responsible for them 
were not aware of some of the diffi- 
culties which would be encountered: 

‘“*For instance, there was no reason 
to suppose that (as proved to be the 
case) mail bags marked as dispatched 
from one neutral country to another 
neutral country would contain nothing 
but mails-for or from an enemy coun- 
try; that bags represented as contain- 
ing printed matter would contain rub- 
ber, coffee, jewelry, &c., sometimes dis- 
guised as newspapers, as well as corre- 
spondence of all kinds, registered and 
unregistered, or that persons writing to 
or from enemy countries would already 
have adopted the practice of sending 
their letters under cover to intermedia- 
ries in neutral countries, or that great 
numbers of complete sacks appearing to 
contain merely business circulars from 
neutral countries would contain in real- 
ity nothing but propaganda from Ger- 
many under covers bearing neutral 
postage stamps. These and similar un- 
foreseen peculiarities made it impos- 
sible, until the staff engaged had been 
largely increased and had become ac- 
customed to them, to select on any fixed 
principle those mail bags which. when 
all could not be examined within a 
reasonable period. should be forwarded 
without examination. 

“The delay of shipping documents 
carried by the same ship as the cargo 
to which they refer can be, and has 
been in some cases, avoided by the sim- 
ple expedient of inclosing such docu- 
ments in specially marked bags.

“The delay to which*‘ordinary neutral 
mails are at present subjected as a 
result of the censorship varies according 
to their origin and destination. The 
following examples refer to United 
States mails, but the treatment of other | 
neutral mails can also be inferred from 
the details given:

“The above figures are based on the 
experience of the ldst two months, but, 
80 far ag they relate to the sailings and 
duration of voyages of the ships con- 
cerned, they cannot be absolutely 
vouched for, owing to alterations and 
uncertainties to which movements of all] 
ships are constantly subject. 


No Examination at Kirkwall. 


“It has been suggested that consider- 
able delay would be avoided if mails 
landed at Kirkwall were examined at 
and dispatched from that port instead 
of being brought to London for ex- 


amination. It musi, however, be re- 
membered that American mails are, 
after examination, forwarded from 
Liverpool to the United States or from 
Newcastle or Hull to Scandinavian 
countries or from Tilbury or Harwich 
to Holland. It would thus only in very 
rare cases expedite the dispatch of 
mails to detain them at Kirkwall pend- 
ing the arrival there of the next ship 
making for the same port as that for 
which the ship from which they were 
removed was destined,: even supposing 
the next ship were able to-take them on 
board. The mails must be brought aft 
some stage as far south as the port 
from which they will eventually be dis- 
patched and the difference between the 
journey to Liverpool and the journey to 
London only améunts to about four 
hours. 

‘‘A further obfection to removing the 
place of censorship from London is one 
which will easily be understood. namely, 
that, where an immense organization is 
in_ existence, employing between 800 and 
1,000 men and women, as is the case 
with that department of the Postal 
Censorship which deals with these par- 
ticular mails, a splitting up of the staff 
between London and the ports of call in 
different parts of the United Kingdom 
must seriously affect the efficiency and 
smoothness of working of the whole or- 
ganization, not to speak of the diffi- 
culties inherent in providing accommo- 
dations for a sufficiently large staff in 
such remote places as Kirkwall. More- 
over, it is to the interest of neutrals that 
the moment the examination of mails is 
concluded they shall be handed over at 
once to the Post Office authoritis for re- 
transmission immediately by the quickest 
route available, and this co-operation of 
the postal authorities is easiest and 
quickest in London.’’

HUGHES ADDRESSES 
3,000 WOMEN VOTERS 


No Men Allowed in iBeckane Au- 
dience—Candidate Explains 
His Suffrage Stand. 


ASKS FOR THEIR SUPPORT 


Says He Long Favored Amendment 
and Didn’t Want to Hide It— 
Two Other Meetings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 14.—Charles 
E. Hughes addressed two meetings in 
Spokane today, and one in Coeur 
@’Alene, Idaho. The first of his. meet- 
ings here, held at 3:30 P. M., was-for 
women exclusively. The other, in the 
evening, was a general meeting, held in 
the Stadium. 

While 3.000 women, who had jammed 
their way into the Auditorium Theatre 
listened intently, -Mr. Hughes lIa- 
bored hard to: convince them that 
the votes of the women in the suffrage 
States of the West should be cast 
in the Republican column next Fall, 
The meeting, ‘‘ for women only,’ was 
the first of its kind that Mr. Hughes 
had faced. He welcomed his auditors as 
“ fellow-citizens,"’ a phrase which 
caused applause, and described the 
gathering as ‘‘ the most interesting po- 
litical meeting I have addressed.”’ 

Most of the women—they have the 


suffrage in this State—have been Pro- 
aresely es and warm adherents of Theo- 
ore -aoregghbran and in the campaign of 
1912 they pack three meetings and 
cheered the Colonel with <anaticnl en- 
thusiasm. Their welcome to Mr. Hughes 
was cordial enough, but it conte ned 
ere | of the boisterous joy that 
marked their demonstrations for Roose- 
velt.

Penrose Offers Resolutions Seeking 


Data to Back Up Hughes Charges.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Backing up 
charges made by Charles HK. Hughes, 
Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania today 
offered in the Senate two resolutions 
designed to find out whether President

Aided by Boston’s iMsplays, They 
_Garner a 5 to 2 Victory. 


Apparently the two defeats on Satur- 
day did not take any pep out of Wilbert 
Robitison’s Dodgers, for they cavorted 
about Colonel_C. H. Bbbet’s ball park 
in Brooklyn yesterday afternoon with 
undiminished vigor, and at the conclu- 
sion of their efforts had subjected the 
Brawes to a 5-to-2 defeat. This result 
was largely due to misplays perpetrated 
by the raves themselves at opportune 
moments for Brooklyn, and the Robins 
did not fail-to make use of them:

When we want to go anywhere we use 
an automobile, but 1 know what the 
thoroughbred means to the country at 
large, and particularly to communities 
in which horse breéding is an economic 
asset. 

‘*It must gladden the heart of every 
iraa who is fond of a good horse to see 
these tests. of speed and courage con- 
tinue. Without them a selective type 
would be impossible and our breeding 
would have no objective. During a 
recent tour through my district I was 
forcibly reruinded of a movement which 
had its inception in Kentucky in 1808 
when a breeders’ organization was 
tormed to purchase all undesirable or 
harren pardon, Poggi mares at the yari- 
ous auction sales and resell them ‘with- 
out name and pedigree. When I saw the 
sorry nondescripi!s which were being 
picked up by the agents of foreign Gov- 
ernments, I could not help thinking how 
much superior thoroughbred outcasts 
were to the riff-raff which had neither 
treeding nor individvality to commend 
them. The European war has been a 
great benefit to the horse-breeding in- 
dustry in the United States, as it has 
tsken a lot of worthicss material. 

‘““ What we now need is 4 little intelli- 
gence and initiative to remedy the mis- 
takes of former generations, and it 
should be easy with the Jockey Club and 
the Kentucky State Racing Commigsion 
blazing the way: In 1905, when” the 
breeders’ organization considered its 
work as accomplished, Hon. Johnson N. 
Camden, Colonel E. F. Clay, H. 
Chenault, George H. Whitney, and my- 
self took the funds then on hand and 
formed the Kentucky Breeding Bureau. 
We modeled our organization along the 
same lines as the Breeding Bureau of 
the Jockey Club, and had as our ob- 
jective the improvement of the general 
purpose type of horse in the outlying 
districts of the State 

“ Central Kentuck? already had an 
abundance of good blood, and we placed 
fifty thoroughbred sires in regions 
where nothing had been done in the way 
of breeding along: approved lines. My 
record as Secretary attests the benefit 
of the plan, gae ony recently, when in 
Lexington, fon brothers, who 
shipped Say of the horses .for us, told 
me that in purchasing remounts for the 
foreign market they had obtained the 
best specimens in the region in which 
we had placed these horses of pure 
blood. I recall that some of the bureau 
sires were mated with as many as 125 
mares, and ie paed work is still going 
on, I am e gied ¢ Oo say. 

“Kentucky is essentially a horse- 
breeding State,’’ said Mr. Shouse in con- 
clusion, “‘and we natufally look for 
progress there. in the same ,class 
may be’ placed Tennedsye, | Missouri 
Montana, New York, and irginia, 43 and 
it is from them that we mus 
the greatest development.”

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“ Please Help Emily,: ’’ the new play 
whith launched the Frohman season at 
the Lyceum last evening, is a mildly 
diverting and cautiously frisky English 
trifle, a familiar variety of which the 
happiest example in recent seasons was 

“A Pair of Silk Stockings.”’ It is the 
work of Captain H. M. Harwood, a new- 
comer among the playwrights | He 
writes brightly, and this, ris first work— 
or at least his first work to attract 
general attention—has known consider- 
able success in London, where it has 
been played by our oul friend Charles 
HMawtrey and Gladys Cobper. The Sel- 
wyns first thought of importing the 
play, Miss Cooper, and all, but this 
project went astray, and now it is Ann 
Murdock who is Emily at the Lyceum. 

Emily is a capricious, willful, and al- 
together unmanageable girl whose in- 
dignant guardian vows she ‘‘iooks like 
a demi’’ and whose reluctant suitor 
is uneasily aware that no girl can pos- 
sibly be as truthful and guileless as 
Emily looks when she wants to. The 
mere fact that this man, en whom she 
has set her heart, is engaged to her 
cousin daunts her so little that she sets 
out to compromise him and does so 
with such complete success that he is 
arrested for abduction and takés out a 
especial license to marry her in timé 
for the final curtain. Emily is a little 
English study in ingenue deviltry. She 
is hoydenish, she romps, flirts, wheedles, 
She is rude to her elders. She appears 
in pajamtas before the play is half spent. 
In shoft, it is a typical Billie Burke act. 

As Emily, Ann Murdock, who is pret- 
tier than ever, makes her first appéar- 
ance in this vicinity since the Spring of 
1915, when she was one of the large cast 
assembled for the revival of ‘‘ A Cele- 
brated Case.”

The whole program of shipbuilding 
for three years is expected to sur- 
vive. Still it must be borne in min@ 
that each of the important amend- 
ments to the original House Dill 
will be separately voted upon.

KITCHIN, Mr. BUCHANAN, Mr. BaILEy, 
Mr, HENSLEY, and others of the same 
mood will vigorously oppose each of 
them. There are forty amendments 
in disagreement, but the country 
cares most for the enlarged building 
‘program and the increase of per- 
sonnel.

THE MILITIA TEST. 

The summons to the border of the 
30,000 National Guardsmen sstill in 
their own States does not indicate 
that there has been a change in the 
Mexican situation. .The original call 
was for the entire Natfonal Guard 
with the exception of the small forces 
which might be needed to preserve 
order at home. While the mobiliza- 
tion was proceeding, another order 
was issued to keep a certain number 
of the men who had been called in 
their armories- or in home camps 
ander training. This contingent is 
now summoned to the border. That 
a strong guard is needed there is not 
to be doubted, and there is no present 
‘ndication that vigilance will soon be 
welaxed. But the men who are to 
proceed southward this week to rein- 
force the frontier guard were all in- 
cluded in the original call. 

It is well that a thorough test 
should be made now of that portion 
ef our national military force which 
has been made so important by the 
military law. It is no secret 
that the response to the call has been 
disappointing in many States. The 
early response was not satisfactorv 
and the recruiting since has not been 
productive of the best results. Yet 
the law requires that each State shall 
furnish its full quota of men. It is 
the President's intention, obviously, 
that the law shall be obeyed. 

The value of the experience the 
citizen soldiers will get on the frontier 
is incalculable. The value of the 
example they have set to young men 
throughout the country is not to be 
disputed. In spite of all the hard- 
luck talés and the grumbling, there is 
every indication that the experiment 
thus far has been successful. Out of 
17,000 soldiefs in Texas, during the 
hottest month of the year, there have 
‘een only 353 cases of sickness. Many 
of these were, not due to the fatigue 
of camp life and the changed condi- 
tions. Two per cent. of sickness in a 
large body of men is not unusual or 
alarming. The men are cheerful and 
take kindly to soldiering. Even the 
grumblers do not. mean half they say. 
They’ ate glad to be serving their 
country. We are not yet convinced 
tlat the Hay plan of a -federalized 
militia ‘will stand the test of time. 
But it is desirable that it shall be 
thoroughly tested, and that future 
military legislation shall be based on 
the results of the test.

Our Purchases from Buenos Aires 
and in one of our trade 
journais a few days 
Sales of Meat. ces “ease tk aes 
ments of fresh meat from Argentina to 
the United States for the preceding week 
and since Jan. 1. In a little more than 
seven months there have been brcught 
to us from that country and sold here 
187,000 quarters of beef and 254,000 car- 
casses of mutton or lamb. This may 
be surprising to some who know that 
we are exporting sreat quantities of 
meat. If we have a supply so large that 
so much can be sold to Europe, why do 
we continue to reeeive and buy these 
shipments from South America? 

This import movement began a few 
years ago when a reduction of the 
number of cattle in the United States 
became the subject of much comment. 
Our supply was sufficient then, for the 
exportation of meat products by no 
means ceased, but rising prices offered 
an opportunity to the Americans who 
practically control the production of 
cattle, beef, and mutton in Argentina. 
They saw that in the markets of our 
cities along the North Atlantic Coast 
they could sell meat at prices satisfac- 
tory to them and a little below those 
paid for meat brought from our 
Western States. And they were on 
friendly terms with our great packing 
house firms in Chicago, for the good 
reason that they were actually the rep- 
resentatives of those firms in South 
America. 

Their shipments have been marketed 
easily and without controversy, but re- 
cently the quantity sent*to us has been 
reduced, pdssibly because the European 
market has been more attractive. In 
the last fiscal year our imports of fresh 
beef and mutton were about $10,000,000, 
mainly from Argentina, but they were 
about twice as large in 1915, when ship- 
ments from Argentina alone exceeded 
$12,000,000. Our country surpasses any 
other in both the production and the con- 
sumption of meat, and the receipts from 
South America are very small in com- 
parison with our output or even our 
exports. We sold to Europe last year 
nearly $29,000,000 worth of fresh beef. 
If bacon, hams, pork, and lard be in- 
cluded, the value of our sales of meat 
and meat products to foreign buyers 
exceeded §$230,000,000. 

Our supply of what may be called 
meat on the hoof is slowly increasing. 
There was a marked decrease of the 
number of cattle in the United States 
during the years from 1907 to 1913, but 
the decline was checked about two years 
ago, and there has since been an annual 
growth of about 4 per cent. The num- 
ber at the beginning of the present year, 
however, was less by 11,000,000 than the 
number reported in 1907. Throughout 
the world the production of meat animals 
in recent years has not kept pace with 
the increase of population. 

It is next to im- 
possible to visualize 
anything one has 
not seen at least in 
miniature. F e w 
people can see before their eyes the 
meaning of figures. There is as much 
horror over a burst dam and a flood 
that kills 200 people as over a battle 
that kills 10,000, because after a certain 
point figures cease to present a picture. 
The size of New York is a thing which 
everybody outside of it knows, but no- 
body can visualize. This may explain 
to New Yorkers the attitude of some 
people outside the city concerning the 
effect of the infantile paralysis epi- 
demic in it. If 6,000 persons were strick- 
en with a disease in a town of 25,000, 
the whole town would be in an uproar, 
and when a resident of that town reads 
that 6,000 persons have been so stricken 
in New York, he pictures an anxious and 
panicky city. Perhaps there are people 
who think of New York as in some such 
condition as London in the year of the 
Great Plague, and wonder why business 
is not abandoned and the populace not 
fleeing. <A visit to New York would 
astonish them.

BULGARIA’S REPENTANCE. 


Tides of War Not as Favorable as 
She Had Expected. 


To the Editor of The Nete York Times: 

The comments in THE TIMES. on the in- 
formation siven to an English correspondent 
in Atheps ‘‘that the Bulgars are weary of 
war, and that Czar Ferdinand is leading now 
the: life of a reclise”’’ is only natural to 
expect after their treachery of last year in 
joining the Teutons’ against their valiant 
neighbors, the Serbians, who, after two years 
of war against the Turks, and after twice ex- 
pelling a powerful invasion by Austria, were 
visited with a pestilence that decimated the 
little kingdom more than the three years of 
war combined. . 

The Bulgars, however, sure of winping, 
after the retreat of the Russians, treaché:- 
ously combined with the Teutonic allies and 
all three proceeded to repeat the Belgian 
crime. 

Now they are weary, and their King is in 
seclusion. But why? They have certainly 
accomplished what they were after—the prac- 
tical destruction of Serbia, the Bulgars at 
once absorbing Serbia's Macedonia, while 
north of that line the Austro-Hungarians ex- 
pect to take the balance of the little king- 
dom‘ to their ill-gotten gains of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

This great combination has, however, not 
made a clean sweep, for they havg neglected 
to sweep into the sea a handful of French and 
English solciers and occupy joniki, the 
long aspired outlet of the Teutons, with a 
view to the Aegean Sea, the Suez Canal and 
India. , 

Today, however. the mills of the Gods, ai- 
though grinding slowly, are beginning to pro- 
duce a fine product. The great Russian na- 
tion, which at the time of the Serbian inva- 
sion was considered as spent, is now giving 
powerful blows at the Teutons dnd Austro- 
Hungarians, with mental reservations of 
something to be left. for the Bulgars. The 
Italians are battering the Austrian lines 
and are at the door of Trieste, and the 
French and English are telling the ,Teutons 
that they shall rot steal. 

But what about the Bulgars? If they are 
weary, they ceftainly have cause to be, for 
they are finally beginning, to realize how 
they have been misled by their Teuton King. 
They are religious people and fear the venge- 
ance of God. No wonder, therefore, that 
they are weary, for among the many wrongs 
done in this war Is the alienation of friendly 
relationship between the Serb and Bulgar; 
hence, next to the Teutons, the Bulgars feel 
that they are the most guilty.

political elections. 


Leader Christensen then further ind 
fied his intention, which is said to be 
Solely .to prepare the way for his ele- 
vation to the Premier's seat. Regarding 
the sale his position curiously is that he 
desires to vote against the sale of the 
islands now, but has declared himself 
ready to vote for the sale after an 
election which would’ upon all other 
questions than the salé; and even upon

Several

seriousriess of the electioneering struggle, 
and, at. last, after the conservative 
spokesman had spoken against the sale 
before the end of the war, Premier Zahle 
declared that if an election were: inevit- 
able the Govrnment. would ask the Uni- 
ted States to postpone. further sale ne- 
gotiations until November, when the re- 
sults of the election would be- known.

Rejection by Landstlung Awaited. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 14, (via Lon- 
don.)—The Folkething, or lower house 
of the Danish Parliament, today voted 
in favor of selling the Danish West 
Indies to the United States, if a plebis- 
cite favored- the. sale. -The:-vote was 
sixty-two for the proposition to forty- 
four against it, one membey being de- 
nied a vote and six being absent. 

Having taken this action, the Folke- 
thing took up the question of ratifica- 
tion of the treaty itself, providing for 
the sale of the isiands. The number of 
votes cast for-and against the treaty 
was the same as that upon the question 
of the sale. 

An influential member of the Con- 
Bervative Party in the Landsthing, the 
upper house, told the Associated Press 
correspondent that it seemed to be a 
settled matter that the Lanadsthing 
would reject the treaty. Public meet- 
y'S8_on the treaty will begin in the 
iandsthing tomorrow. 

The fact that the opposition in the 
‘-Folkething was not in the slightest de- 
gree placated by ‘he Government's 
proposed plebiscite—the division was the 
same as had been predicted two days 
ago—appears to justify the prediction 
that the Landsthing. where the Oppo- 
sition is in the majority, will reject 'the 
itreaty. A rejection would mean a de- 
lay of probably three months in the 
final disposition of the islands since 
eneral elections hardly could be fin- 

shed before the end of October and 
the new Government probably would 
not get into harness before the middle 
of November. 

The Associated Press is assured by 
the highest sources that the Govern- 
ment at no tirhe had nor has the slight- 
eet desire to evade a test of strength 
at general elections, but would greatly 
regret their becoming necessary in the 
ease of the West Indian Islands for 
twe reasons. The first of these is be- 
cause of the delay which would thus 
be caused, and the second because the 
proposed plebiscite would take the West 
Indies question out of politics and com- 
pel a@ decision solely on objective 
grounds. 

As the situation now stands the whole 
matter has become one 'of purely in- 
ternal party politics, in which the dis- 
position of the islands js all but jost: 
vight of. The Government feels that 
the’ saje or retention of the islands 
ought not tu be made dependent in any 
degree on internal strife of the yarious 
parties, which it would be if-the de- 
cision is thrown in with the varied is- 
sues of a general election. The Govern- 
ment is particularly anxious to ac 
celerate a decision as to the fate of th» 
islands because it feels it is under obli- 
gation to the United States to avolil 
needless delay in the matter.

Bostonian Who/ Won Distinction in 
the Civil War Made a Fortune 


as Raliroad Bullder. 


General Charles J. Paine,.owner of the 
cup-defenders Volunteer, Mayflower, 
and Puritan, and for many years per- 
haps the best known yachtsman in. this 
‘country, died last Saturday at his Sum- 
mer ‘home ,in Weston, Mass., in his' 
éighty-fourth year. He was a veteran! 
of the civil war, and received the brevet 
of Major General for ‘‘ meritorious and 
valuable services’’ at the capture of | 
Fort Fisher. 

Born in Boston, General Paine was a 
great grandson of Robert Treat Paine, 
one of the signers of the Declaration of 





Independence, He wsa graduated’ from 
Harvard University in 1853, and was a | 
classmate of John Quincy Adams and | 
Charles W. EHot, President emeritus of | 
that university. General 
law d passed his bar examinations, 
later going into railroad construction, 
in whi¢h industry he accumulated a for- 
tune.

| Massachusetts Volunteers, later. being | 
{ promoted to Major of the » Thirtieth 
| Massachusetts. A year after the war 
started, he was Colonel of the Second 
Louisiana Regiment from which he re- 
signed during March, 1864.

Zephyr, which he soon sold and two 
years later bought the schooner Halcyon, 
which was notoriously a siow boat.

The 
main object of the movement a defi- 
nitely to establish styles far endugh ib 
advanee to allow the buyers to operate 
with confidence as soon as they desired, 
tead of withholding their orders un- 
Ot own investigations gave them 
inkling of whet was going to be 
“right.”

man who came from Danville, Va.:‘'‘ We 
are in the heart of the Virginia leaf to- 
bacco district, and this is enough this 
year to indicate that I am going to 
spend a lot of money here. In fact, I 
am plunging on everything, because I 
know I am. going to have a big Fall 
business. The leaf tobacco growers are 
in fine shape, and prices they will get 
promise to as high as those received 
three years ago. This meang that there 
will be plenty of money to spend."”

“in spite of fecent flopds, but prices are 
too high. @ result, when I feel I need 
ten pieces of goods I buy eight.

RED WALL: PAPER SCARCE. 


Manufacturers at Fall styl? Ex- 
hibit Tell of Dye Shortage. 


Wall paper manufacturers, whose an- 
nual output approximates in value $40,- | 
000,000, yeaterday\opened to the pordins 
trade the new Spring and Fall (1917) 
styles and patterns. * The .exhibits of 
next year’s wall decorations were shown 
in the Park Avenue, Imperial, and Bres- 
lin Hotels,. while manufacturing firms 
having New York offices displayed pro- 
auctions on thelr own premises. The 
trade opening was attended by a large 
number of jobbers and other factors 
from al} parts of the country, although 
the attendance of buyers was not ‘ex- 
pected to reach its height before to- 
morrow. 

Jobbers yesterday found that prices 
demanded by manufacturers were far 
above last iyear’s level, while gome 
pootes colors and shades did not figure 

patterns at all. The higher prices, 
however, did. not discourage buyers, as 
reports from widely séparated parts of 
the country all agreed that the outlook 
for next segnon'y. business was excep- 
sar pc -— representative of a 
large w ait manufacturing con- 
cern said of Prenant 00 eonditions : 

‘The war has continwed to add to 
the cost of raw materials used in our 
business, while certain colors have been 
out of the market entirely. Thus at 
today’s opening for next season, mahu- 
facturers are compelled to ask an ad- 
vance of 50 per cent., over last year’s 
selling prices. Not o any has paper and 
other material consum in the industry 
been scarce and difficult to get, but raw 
colors have risen anywhere from 60 to 
600 per ceht., while many shades are 
impossible’to obtain. On this latter ac- 
count, reds and other of the darker 
shades do not appear in the. samples 
beine shown. 

‘* Blacks and whites will remain’ popu- 
lar in next season's goods, while so- 
called ‘putty’ shades also will have 2 
vogue. Certain shades of grays and 
tans will be popular. The tendency in 
the new styles is leading more toward 
lighter tones. Cretonnes also will have 
their usual run 

Most of the exhibitors ‘are members 
of the Wall Paper Manufacturers’ -As- 
sociation, of which Henry Burns of the 
Robert Graves Company’ is President. 


Used for a New Purpose. 

Tolinette is an old material used for a 
new purpose this year. Golf skirts have 
een made of it with satisfactory results 
for those who do not object to striking 
colors. The material is-cotton, with a 
poplin finish, a yard and a half wide, 
and costing $1.75 a yard. The material 
comes always with one broad red and 
another broad Roman stripe. It only 
varies from time to time in the different 
combinations of color in the stripe, It 
is of Bnglish make, washes perfectly, 
and wears like iron. One old New York 
firm has-a reputation of having had it 
always in stock for fifty years. It is 
used sometimes in wealthy: households 
for table coverg in the servants’ rooms. 
It is also tised for draperies, and makes 
excellent cushion covers. Making golf 
skirts from it is quite new, and nothing 
could be more serviceable. It is just 
heavy enough to hang well and does not 
crease. ,

The explanation of the ‘strength which 
the mafket displayed..may* Hein ‘the 
fact that there were enough people of 
this niind who went further than merely 
refraining from buying stocks. Those 
who .made,.a practical bear argument 
out of the uncertainty. which hag existed 
inthe railroad labor situation, by en- 
larging the short interest at the close of 
last week, left the way open:to the ad- 
vance which occurred yesterday. A for-

Frueauff of Henry L. Doherty & Co, 
says that lighting used to be the big 
element in the electrical business, but 
that power sales are now leading those 
for light. A great deal of current is 
being supplied for heating purposes.

Among 
the Things Passed On. 


H.. Norlinger. & Sons, .Los Angeles, | 
Won a contention yesterday before’ the 
Bord of General Appraisers when it 
was decided:that the Collector erred in 
his classification .of merchandise in- 
voiced as ‘‘ real bronze boxes and ivory 
miniatures.” ‘The Collector held that 
the articles had been plated with gold 
or silver, and on this account todk duty 
at 50 per cent, At the trial theim- 
porters offered proof to the effect that 
the goods were subjected to. what is 
Known as the nitric acid test, ang that 
the test disclosed no gold or silver in 
the makeup of the articles. -As the 
Government was unable to controvert 
this testimony, Judge. Fischer ordered 
the boxes and miniatures admitted at 
20 per cent. as metal manufactures not 
Specially provided for. 

_Gimbel Brothers and Wells Fargo & 
Co., New York, were successful in the 
contention that wearing: apparel com- 

posed wholly or in chief value. of silk 
and made wholly or in part of netting 
was properly dutiable at 50 per cent. as 
‘‘ silk wearing apparel.’’ 
was reversed at taking 60 per cent. duty 
under the trimming paragraph. . 

The ‘Stewart Hess Company, New 
York, went before the board with a 
claim that women’s wearing apparel was 
in chief value of beads or spangles, 
and as such properly dutiable at 50 
per cent. The evidence submitted at the 
trial was in favor of the claim, and 
the board reversed the Collector in tak- 
ing 60 per cent. duty as trimmings or 
ornaments. 

Charled H. Heymann, New York, filed 
a protest against the assessment of 
pety on a quantity of feathers, which 

claimed were ahert-shipped. The 
Collector reported that the case in 
which the shortage occurred was not 
examined by a Government official and, 
therefore, he had no way of -determin- 
in: a] the exact weight. In view of the 
Cellector’s confession, the board directed 
that an allowance be made to the ex- 
tent claimed in the, protest. 

In. overrulling a protest by John V, 
Carr, Detroit, the bo ard held that so- 
called ‘‘ -ollers,"’ used on automobiles to 
cover the oil holes leading to the bear- 
ings, were properly assessed by the 
Collector at the rate of 30 Tr cent. 
as “finished parts of automobiles,’ 
The testimony was that the oilers were 
to keep the. holes free from dirt, 
dust, and sv foreign gubstances, and 
were used to the extent of 90 per cent. 
by the automobile trade. Judge Fischer

BULL PROFIT-TAKING 
HALTS A COTTON RISE 


Prices Work Up Despite Nervous 
Undertone——Offerings Near 
Close Cause Reaction. 


NET GAIN IN NEAR POSITIONS 


They Are Up 18 to 15 Points as the 
Day Endg, but Late Options Are 
One to Two Points Lower. 


‘Cctton showed a neryous undertone 
yesterday, with considegable irregular-~- 
ity throughout the session. The news 
was bullish and a sharp advance at 
Liverpool was responsible for causing 
the local market to open at an advance 
of 15 to 18 points., Prices worked a 
little higher during the forenoon, but 
in the late trading a reaction occurred 
on an attempt by some of the local 
bulls to take profits. The close was 
decidedly irregular, with the near posi- 
tions 13 to 15 points higher, while the 
late options wore 1 to 2 points lawer. 

The New Orleans Times-Picayune, in 
its monthly report, summarized the sit- 
uation as follows: 

Taking the belt as a whole, reports indl- 
cate that a distinct. deterioration has oc- 
curred since the previous report. Com- 

laints of boll weevil from’ many quarters 
No estimate of damage possible at present. 
plaints of boll weevil — many quarters, 
tor next few weeks, — upon late 
killing frosts. Much of the crop is late and 
a& premature freeze would disastrous. 
Farmers appear willing to sell freely at 
prevailing prices, but would probably resist 
a sharp decline. 

The Memphis Commercial Appeal also 
said that the crop had made further 
deterioration and that damage from 
weevil had been severe in the central 
sections of the belt.

Many sci- 
entists have suggested that the ordinary 
adult was immune to polyiomyelitis be- 
cause wost persons now, grown had the 
disease in:some unteceégnized form when 
children. 

Dr. Zingher recommended two ounces 
of serum for children of 8 years old or 
less, four ounces for children between 
8 and 6, and six ounces for children of 
more than 6 years. 

Blood drawn from parents, he said, 
should be allowed. to stand in a cold 
place for twenty-four hours, or until the 
seru mhas separated itself from the solid 
matter of the blood, and that the quan- 
tity recommended should then be put 
into the body of a child subcutaneously 
in two injections in different places. No 
time need elapse, he said, between the 
injections.
